ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Rhondda  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
condition  and  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Rhondda 
Urban  District  during  1946. 

Notwithstanding  a natural  increase  of  728  in  population 
there  was  a diminution  of  the  estimated  population  of  the 
district  at  mid-summer,  1946,  amounting  to  3,360  persons 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  estimate  for  the  previous 
year.  It  may  be  noted  that  in  the  forty-six  years  of  the 
present  century  the  estimated  population  of  the  district 
increased  from  a figure  of  111,587  persons  in  1900  to  a 
maximum  of  167,900  persons  in  1923  and  1924  and  has 
subsequently  decreased  to  113,120  persons  by  mid-summer 
1946.  The  natural  increase  of  the  population,  that  is,> 
the  excess  of  births  over  the  number  of  deaths  from  1925 
to  1946,  inclusive,  amounted  to  12,740  persons  and,  by 
adding  this  number  to  the  difference  between  populations 
in  1924  and  1946,  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  68,000 
persons  have  left  the  district  since  the  end  of  the  former  year. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1946  were,  on  the  whole,  favour- 
able as  compared  with  previous  years  ; the  birth-rate  was 
higher  than  in  any  year  since  1926  whilst  the  infantile  and 
maternal  mortalities  were  the  lowest  hitherto  recorded  in 
the  district.  The  still-birth  rate  was  also  lower  than  in  any 
previous  year  but  continues  to  compare  unfavourably 
with  that  of  the  country  as  a whole.  Unfortunately  the 
previous  low  record  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis obtained  in  1945  was  not  maintained  and  there  was 
an  increase  of  0.20  per  1,000  in  this  figure, 
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There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year  and  the  wave  of  secondary  cases  consequent 
upon  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  another  part  of  the 
Principality  had  very  little  effect  in  the  Rhondda  ; it  may 
be  noted  that  accommodation  which  was  available  at  the 
Tyntyla  Isolation  Hospital,  was  utilised  for  the  reception 
of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  from  the  affected  areas  in  West 
Wales  and  twenty  cases  were  admitted. 

The  scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a clinic  for  the 
treatment  of  rheumatic  and  allied  diseases  at  the  Carnegie 
Welfare  Centre  was  proceeded  with  during  the  year  and, 
after  considerable  delay  in  the  delivery  and  installation 
of  equipment  and  the  appointment  of  requisite  staff,  the 
clinic  became  operative  in  December. 

Though  some  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of 
new  housing  accommodation  which  was  subject  to  restrict- 
ions on  the  supply  of  materials  and  labour  as  well  as 
of  suitable  sites,  the  provision  of  new  houses  for  approx- 
imately three  thousand  applicants  and  the  re-housing  of  a 
large  proportion  of  the  population  constitute  the  most 
urgent  problem  if  the  health  of  the  community  is  to  be 
maintained. 

The  provision  of  ample  amenities  and  facilities  for 
recreation  and  the  making  up  of  unadopted  roads  and  back 
lanes  should  also  receive  attention,  particularly  if  the  district 
is  to  be  rehabilitated  as  a healthy  industrial  area.

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AREA,  POPULATION  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  area  of  the  Rhondda  Urban  District  remained 
unaltered  during  1940  and  covered  23,886  acres  ; a large 
proportion  of  this  area  consists  of  mountain  land  or  the 
steep  sides  of  the  mountains  and  is  unsuitable  for  develop- 
ment as  housing  or  industrial  sites  so  that  houses  and  factories 
are  chiefly  situated  in  the  valleys  and  on  the  lower  parts 
of  the  mountain  slopes. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  at  mid-summer 
1946,  provided  by  the  Registrar-General,  amounted  to 
113,120  persons  as  compared  with  116,480  persons  at  mid- 
summer, 1945,  and  141,346  persons  enumerated  in  the 
Census  of  1931. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  or  the  excess 
of  the  number  of  births  over  the  number  of  deaths  during 
the  year  amounted  to  728,  equivalent  to  6.4  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  ; the  corresponding  ratio  in  1945 
was  4.1.

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  during 
1946  amounted  to  2,543  of  which  323  belonged  to  parents 
residing  outside  the  area  and  were  therefore  outwardly 
transferable  so  that  the  net  number  of  births  allocated  to 
the  Rhondda  District  was  2,220,  giving  a birth-rate  of  19.1 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  birth-rate  for 
1946  was  the  highest  recorded  in  the  district  since  1926  and, 
as  indicated  above,  was  equal  to  that  recorded  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole.

The  estimated  birth-rates  in  the  various  Wards  com- 
prising the  district  varied  from  a maximum  figure  of  29.3 
for  Ward  9 to  a minimum  of  15.1  for  Ward  2.

During  the  year  under  review  1,408  deaths  were  regis- 
ered  in  the  district,  94  of  which  were  of  non-residents,  whilst 
178  Rhondda  residents  died  at  various  places  situated 
outside  the  district.  The  net  number  of  deaths  belonging 
to  the  Rhondda  during  the  year  amounted  to  1,492, 
equivalent  to  a death-rate  of  13.1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

Amongst  the  various  Wards  comprising  the  district 
the  death-rate  was  highest  in  Ward  3 with  a rate  of  14.8, 
whilst  Ward  4 with  a rate  of  11.6  provided  the  lowest  figure.

The  number  of  deaths  caused  by  accidents  on  the  roads 
m the  district  during  the  year  was  6,  this  figure  being  the 
same  as  that  recorded  in  the  preceding  year.  It  is  satis- 
factory to  note  that  no  child  of  school  age  or  of  pre-school 
age  was  killed  on  the  roads  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
but  it  may  be  recorded  that  two  persons,  aged  23  years  and 
24  years  respectively,  received  fatal  accidents  when  alighting 
from  or  boarding  public  service  motor  buses  whilst  the 
vehicles  were  in  motion.  Two  persons  received  fatal 
accidents  through  being  struck  by  motor  cars  and  the 
remaining  two  deaths  were  of  pedal  cyclists,  one  of  whom 
accidentally  fell  against  an  iron  railing  and  the  other  was 
struck  by  a motor  trailer.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  AUTHORITY. 

Particulars  of  the  officers  employed  in  the  Health 
Department  of  the  Council  are  given  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Report. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of 
samples  of  materials  obtained  from  persons  suffering  or 
suspected  to  be  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  were 
undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  Health  Department  at  the 
Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff, 
and  the  total  number  of  samples  reported  upon  during 
the  year  amounted  to  2,122.  The  number  of  specimens 
of  stools,  blood  or  urine  submitted  for  examination  for  the 
presence  of  enteric  infections  was  greater  than  in  previous 
years  owing  to  the  admission!  of  a number  of  typhoid 
patients  from  Aberystwyth  and  neighbourhood  to  the 
Tyntyla  Isolation  Hospital.

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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

There  was  no  extension  of  the  ambulance  services 
available  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  during  the  year 
under  review.  In  addition  to  the  ambulances  stationed 
at  the  various  hospitals  in  the  district,  the  arrangements 
made  by  the  Council  with  the  proprietors  of  private  ambul- 
ances and  cars  for  sitting  cases  for  the  conveyance  of  persons 
injured  on  the  streets  or  otherwise  requiring  urgent  removal 
continued  in  operation. 

Under  the  latter  arrangements  eleven  cases  were  con- 
veyed at  a net  cost  to  the  Council  of  £8  15s.  Od. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  facilities  for  nursing  in  the  home  provided  under 
arrangements  made  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Nursing 
Association  and  administered  by  local  voluntary  com- 
mittees continued  in  operation  throughout  the  greater  part 
of  the  district  during  the  year. 


PROVISION  OF  INSULIN. 

Supplies  of  insulin  were  made  available  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  177  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1930, 
(implemented  by  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular,  No.  2734) 
to  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  district,  who  were  suffering 
from  diabetes  and  were  not  entitled  to  medical  benefit 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts  or  medical  relief 
under  the  Poor  Law  Acts. 

These  supplies  were  issued  free  or  at  reduced  cost, 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  patient’s  family. 
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The  following  table  gives  a summary  of  such  issues,  and 
their  cost  to  the  Council.

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

There  was  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  number  of 
clinics  and  welfare  centres  administered  by  the  Council, 
the  five  clinics  situated  at  Ynyswen,  Ystrad,  Trealaw, 
Ynyshir  and  Ferndale  being  used  in  the  joint  interests  of 
maternity  and  child  welfare  and  school  health  services. 


During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
adaptation  of  the  vacant  war-time  nursery  situated  at 
Preswylfa,  Penygraig,  for  use  as  a child  welfare  clinic  but 
the  work  had  not  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  adaptation  of  certain  rooms  at  the  Carnegie  Welfare 
Centre  and  the  installation  of  equipment  for  the  treatment 
of  persons  suffering  from  rheumatism  and  allied  diseases 
was  also  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  administered  by  the 
Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  in  the  interests  of 
Rhondda  residents  is  situated  at  Porth  House,  Porth, 
(Telephone  No.,  Porth  193).

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HOSPITALS. 

The  following  is  a brief  summary  of  the  normal  accom- 
modation at  the  various  hospitals  in  the  district  in  addition 
to  the  provision  available  for  infectious  diseases  at  the 
isolation  hospitals  administered  by  the  Council. 

During  the  early  portion  of  the  year  the  adaptation  and 
equipment  of  Glyncornel,  Llwynypia,  were  completed  by 
the  County  Council  and  this  building  became  available  as  a 
maternity  home,  thus  providing  a very  welcome  addition 
of  31  beds  available  for  mothers  in  the  Rhondda  and  adjoining 
areas.  This  maternity  home  was  administered  as  an 
annexe  to  the  previously-existing  maternity  department  at 
the  Llwynypia  Hospital  but,  unfortunately,  owing  to  lack 
of  trained  midwifery  staff,  it  was  not  possible  to  make  full 
use  of  the  accommodation  provided.

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About  one  half  of  the  beds  established  at  the  Llwynypia 
Hospital  and  Glyncornel  Maternity  Home  are  available  for 
Rhondda  residents  so  that  the  total  number  of  beds  in  the 
district  represent  a proportion  of  approximately  3.12  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

Many  Rhondda  residents  secure  treatment  at  the 
Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  and  at  other  hospitals  whilst  child- 
ren who  require  in-patient  treatment  under  the  Council’s 
Orthopaedic  Scheme  are  admitted  to  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  Cardiff.

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  nursing  mothers  were 
admitted  with  their  babies  who  were  suffering  from 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  four  members  of  the  nursing 
and  domestic  staff  were  treated  for  short  periods  in  the 
cubicle  block. 

Amongst  the  103  cases  admitted  as  suffering  from 
diphtheria  63  were  found  to  be  clinically  and/or  bacterio- 
logically  suffering  from  the  disease  ; of  these  63  cases  one 
died,  giving  a mortality  rate  of  1.59  per  cent,  amongst  the 
confirmed  cases. 

Of  the  fourteen  cases  admitted  as  suffering  from 
meningitis  five  were  confirmed  as  suffering  from  cerebro- 
spinal fever  and  all  recovered  ; in  three  instances  no  evidence 
of  a meningeal  infection  could  be  discovered,  whilst  in  three 
instances  the  meningitis  was  due  to  tubercular,  influenzal 
and  pneumococcal  infections,  respectively  and  it  is  satisf act- 
ory  to  record  that  the  influenzal  case  recovered.  The 
remaining  three  cases  were  diagnosed  as  cerebral  abscess, 
which  proved  fatal,  subarachnoid  haemorrhage  and  aseptic 
meningitis,  the  latter  not  being  due  to  the  meningococcus. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  cases  of  typhoid,  which 
occurred  during  the  latter  portion  of  the  summer  at  Aber- 
ystwyth and  the  neighbourhood,  it  was  decided,  at  the 
request  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  to  accommodate  a 
proportion  of  the  cases  at  the  Hospital  and  twenty  cases 
from  Aberystwyth  and  the  surrounding  districts  were 
brought  to  the  Hospital  ; of  these  twenty  cases  one  died. 
The  remaining  three  admissions  were  residents  of  the 
Rhondda  but  only  one  of  these  cases  was  finally  diagnosed 
as  suffering  from  typhoid  fever. 

Only  one  of  the  three  cases  admitted  as  suffering  from 
dysentery  was  confirmed  as  suffering  from  the  disease  whilst 
the  person  admitted  as  suffering  from  acute  poliomyelitis 
was  found  to  be  suffering  from  another  nervous  disease  and 
not  from  that  diagnosed  prior  to  admission.

PENRHYS  (SMALL-POX)  HOSPITAL 

This  hospital  is  suitable  for  the  reception  and  treatment 
of  persons  suffering  from  small-pox  and, on  the  recognised 
standard  of  144  square  feet  per  bed,  has  accommodation  for 
14  beds.  No  case  of  small-pox  was  admitted  to  the  hospital 
during  1946  but  the  premises  were  maintained  in  a constant 
state  of  readiness  to  receive  patients.  In  the  absence  of 
patients  the  male  caretaker  was  employed  during  the  day 
time  at  the  Tyntyla  Isolation  Hospital.

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RHEUMATISM  CLINIC. 

After  considerable  delay  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
equipment  and  the  appointment  of  appropriate  trained 
staff,  the  above  Clinic,  which  is  situated  at  the  Carnegie 
Welfare  Centre,  Trealaw,  commenced  to  function  in 
December,  1946.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  treatment  of 
a few  patients  had  been  commenced  and  the  increasing 
numbers  of  applications  for  treatment  and  the  response  to 
treatment  indicated  that  the  establishment  of  the  clinic  was 
likely  to  prove  of  substantial  value  and  assistance  in  dealing 
with  rheumatic  and  allied  conditions  amongst  the  com- 
munity and  provided  a long-felt  want  in  this  respect. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  Authority  continued  to  contribute  to  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education  an  annual  sum  based  on  the 
population  of  the  area.  The  facilities  afforded  to  contribut- 
ing authorities  include  the  services  of  twelve  whole-time 
area  representatives,  a panel  of  expert  lecturers,  a library 
of  short  educational  films  on  health  matters  and  a certain 
amount  of  literature. 

Up  to  the  present,  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to 
utilise  these  services  to  a large  extent  ; some  posters  have 
been  displayed  and  a few  short  films  have  been  exhibited 
in  the  local  cinemas,  but  this  has  been  a result  of  central, 
rather  than  local  action. 

The  teaching  of  self-hygiene  and  clean  living  forms  part 
of  the  curriculum  of  the  schools  and  helps  to  provide  an 
efficient  training  for  young  members  of  the  community. 
The  sanitary  inspectors  and  health  visitors  do  valuable  work 
in  giving  advice  and  practical  demonstrations  in  matters 
affecting  the  health  of  the  people.

The  number  of  live  births  allocated  to  the  Rhondda 
Urban  District  during  1946  was  2,220  and  the  number  of 
deaths  of  babies  under  one  year  old  was  95,  representing  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  43  per  1,000  live  births  ; it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  this  rate  is  the  lowest  hitherto 
recorded  for  the  district  and  compares  favourably  with  an 
annual  average  infantile  mortality  of  62  in  the  preceding  ten 
years. 

In  contrast  with  the  usual  experience  of  previous  years 
it  may  be  noted  that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  amongst 
children  who  were  illegitimately  borne  was  only  10  per  1,000 
births  as  compared  with  a corresponding  figure  of  44  per 
1,000  amongst  those  born  in  wedlock. 

Reference  to  Table  IV  (Appendix)  shows  that  51  deaths 
occurred  in  the  first  montn  of  life,  equivalent  to  a neo-natal 
mortality  rate  of  23.0  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with 
the  corresponding  rate  of  30.2  in  the  preceding  year. 
Prematurity  was  certified  as  the  cause  of  28  infantile  deaths, 
giving  a mortality  rate  of  12.6  per  1,000  live  births  ; the 
corresponding  figure  for  the  preceding  >ear  was  16.8  and  the 
annual  average  in  the  preceding  ten  years  was  19.9. 
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Amongst  other  causes  of  infantile  deaths  it  is  noted 
that  8 each  were  caused  by  convulsions  and  acute  bronchitis 
and  6 were  caused  by  gastro  enteritis.  Five  deaths  were 
certified  as  due  to  congenital  disease  of  the  heart  and  a 
similar  number  was  caused  by  asphyxia  ; in  regard  to  the 
latter  cause  three  of  the  deaths  followed  suffocation  by 
bed-clothes  and  could  have  been  prevented  if  adequate  care 
had  been  taken.  Amongst  the  common  infectious  diseases 
one  death  wras  certified  as  due  to  whooping  cough,  another 
death  was  caused  by  tubercular  meningitis  and  five  deaths 
were  caused  by  acute  pneumonia. 


The  infantile  mortality  rates  in  the  eleven  wards  com- 
prising the  district  varied  between  a maximum  of  69.4  in 
Ward  10  and  a minimum  of  22  in  Ward  8. 


The  appended  table  gives  a summary  of  the  information 
reported  by  the  health  visitors  in  respect  of  86  infantile 
deaths  and  65  children  born  dead.

Each  health  visitor  attended  at  the  welfare  centre  on  at 
least  one  day  a week,  when  the  mothers  and  babies  from 
her  district  were  in  attendance. 

The  summarised  records  compiled  by  the  health  visitors 
showed  that  42.8  per  cent,  of  the  babies  born  in  the  area  were 
breast-fed  and  a further  27.2  per  cent  were  partly  breast-fed. 
Amongst  babies  who  were  entirely  breast-fed  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  25  per  1,000  whilst  amongst  the  babies 
who  were  entirely  bottle-fed  the  corresponding  rate  was  30. 
Thirty-one  babies  were  fed  by  spoon  or  “ dropper  ” and  all 
died,  contributing  approximately  one  third  of  the  total 
infantile  deaths. 

Infestation.  The  Council's  medical  and  nursing 
staffs  continue  to  pay  special  attention,  whenever  the 
opportunity  occurs  at  the  homes  and  the  welfare  centres,  to 
the  condition  of  the  heads  of  children  and  advice  is  given, 
orally  and  by  means  of  leaflets,  with  a view  to  securing  and 
maintaining  freedom  from  vermin. 

Metal  nit  combs  are  sold  at  cost  price  to  parents,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  health  visitors,  and  the  number  of 
such  combs  sold  during  the  year  amounted  to  725. 
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Premature  Births.  The  number  of  premature  babies, 
as  defined  by  a weight  of  5J  pounds  or  less  at  birth,  notified 
by  midwives  in  the  area  during  the  year  was  102  of  whom  64 
were  born  in  the  homes  and  38  were  born  in  hospitals. 

Of  those  born  at  home  63  were  nursed  entirely  at  home 
and  of  these  6 died  within  24  hours  of  birth  and  52  survived 
at  the  end  of  a month  ; of  the  number  born  in  hospitals 
3 died  within  24  hours  and  32  survived  at  the  end  of  one 
month  after  the  dates  of  birth.

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WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  total  number  of  child  welfare  sessions  held  at  the 
five  Clinics  at  Ynyswen,  Ystrad,  Trealaw,  Ynyshir  and 
Fern  dale  during  the  year  amounted  to  906  and  the  average 
attendance  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  was  24  per 
session. 


The  number  of  children  under  one  year  old  who  made 
their  first  visit  to  the  clinics  and  had  not  previously  attended 
any  welfare  centre  was  2,032  of  whom  1,937  belonged  to 
parents  who  resided  permanently  in  the  Rhondda ; the 
latter  figure  was  equivalent  to  87.2  per  cent,  of  the  total 
births  allocated  to  the  district. 


The  number  of  children  between  one  and  five  years  of 
age  who  attended  the  clinics  for  the  first  time  was  165. 


The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  children  under 
one  year  of  age  was  15,842  and  the  corresponding  figure  for 
children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age  was  3,093. 


Though  no  special  post-natal  clinics  have  been  established 
in  the  area  1,514  mothers  who  had  recently  been  confined 
attended  the  welfare  centres  for  the  purpose  of  seeking 
advice  regarding  their  post-natal  condition. 


Dental  Treatment.  As  the  result  of  advice  given  at 
the  welfare  centres  45  children  under  five  years  of  age 
received  dental  treatment  at  the  Council’s  dental  clinics  and 
nitrous  oxide  anaesthesia  was  administered  to  33  children 
for  the  purpose  of  dental  extractions. 


Similarly  127  nursing  mothers  were  treated  at  the  dental 
clinics  and  paid  393  visits  and  on  86  occasions  general 
anaesthesia  was  administered  for  the  extraction  of  teeth. 


The  provision  of  artificial  dentures  continued  to  be 
available  for  nursing  mothers  who  had  received  dental 
treatment  at  the  clinics  and  5 complete  sets  and  6 partial 
sets  were  supplied  at  a total  (net)  cost  of  £16  8s.  Od.

SUPERVISION  OF  EXPECTANT  MOTHERS. 

During  the  year  under  review  nine  ante-natal  sessions 
were  held  weekly  at  the  welfare  centres  and  these  sessions 
were  presided  over  by  the  lady  assistant  medical  officers  who 
were  assisted  by  the  health  visitors  and  midwives. 

The  total  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attended 
these  clinics  during  the  year  was  2,665  of  whom  2,223  atten- 
ded for  the  first  time  during  the  year  ; the  total  number  of 
visits  amounted  to  10,851  giving  an  average  attendance  of 
24  per  session  for  the  456  sessions  held  during  the  year.

The  tendering  of  advice  on  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy 
and  the  medical  supervision  of  the  pregnancy  were  supple- 
mented by  the  distribution  of  some  of  the  simpler  medica- 
ments for  the  treatment  of  anaemia,  etc,  when  considered 
necessary  by  the  medical  officers  at  the  clinics. 


In  addition  to  the  routine  ante-natal  clinics  at  the 
various  centres  as  indicated  above,  special  clinics  presided 
over  by  Dr.  R.  G.  Maliphant,  whose  services  were  available 
in  a consultant  capacity,  were  held  at  the  Carnegie  Welfare 
Centre,  Trealaw,  on  28  occasions.  The  total  number  of 
expectant  mothers  seen  at  these  special  ante-natal  sessions 
was  370  of  whom  352  were  seen  for  the  first  time  ; the  total 
number  of  visits  amounted  to  513  giving  an  average  of  18 
attendances  per  session.

The  number  of  mothers  admitted  to  the  Maternity 
Department  of  the  Llwynypia  Hospital  in  the  course  of  the 
year  under  the  Council’s  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
arrangements  amounted  to  520  of  which  139  were  admitted 
on  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Maliphant,  95  at  the  request 
of  the  medical  officers  at  the  routine  ante-natal  clinics,  and 
74  were  admitted  as  cases  of  emergency  on  the  request  of 
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medical  practitioners  in  the  area  ; the  remaining  212  mothers 
were  admitted  for  confinement  on  account  of  unsatisfactory 
conditions  in  their  homes  or  failure  to  secure  adequate 
attention  in  their  homes.  In  addition  to  the  above,  14 
Rhondda  mothers  were  confined  at  the  Central  Homes, 
Pontypridd. 

Dental  Treatment.  During  the  course  of  the  year  297 
expectant  mothers  received  treatment  at  the  Council’s 
dental  clinics  and  general  anaesthesia  was  administered  on 
317  occasions  for  the  purpose  of  dental  extractions. 

No  artificial  dentures  were  supplied  to  expectant 
mothers  during  the  year. 


PROVISION  OF  MILK  AND  MEDICINAL  FOODS 

Milk  Free  or  at  reduced  rates. — The  provision  of  milk 
for  consumption  by  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  by 
children  under  five  years  of  age  was  undertaken  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  through  the  local  Food  Offices.  Under 
the  Ministry’s  scheme  one  pint  of  liquid  milk  or  its  equivalent 
in  dried  milk  is  obtainable  daily  for  each  person,  the  price 
chargeable  being  2d.  per  pint  ; where,  however,  the  family 
income  is  below  a scale  adopted  by  the  Ministry  the  milk  is 
issued  free  of  cost. 


The  work  of  issuing  National  dried  milk  under  the  above 
scheme  was  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  welfare  centres  and 
the  Council  also  provided  supplementary  supplies  of  dried 
milk  in  those  cases  where  the  maximum  daily  quantity  of 
the  equivalent  of  one  pint  daily  per  person  was  considered 
on  medical  grounds  to  be  inadequate.  This  supplementary 
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free  issue  was  granted  subject  to  the  application  of  the  same 
income  scale  as  that  adopted  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and 
during  the  year  dried  milk  to  the  value  of  £40  was  issued  in 
this  manner. 

Sale  of  Dried  Milk. — The  Council  also  continued  the 
sale  of  dried  milk  at  cost  price  at  the  Welfare  Centres  and 
the  total  value  of  such  milk,  excluding  milk  sold  on  behalf  of 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  amounted  to  £5,432. 

Vitamin  Supplements. — The  distribution  of  vitamin 
supplements  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  was  carried 
out  during  the  year  at  fourteen  different  centres  including 
the  five  Welfare  Centres  of  the  Council. 

These  vitamin  supplements  took  the  form  of  cod  liver 
oil  and  fruit  juices  and  were  issued  to  expectant  mothers  and 
children  under  five  years  of  age. 


HOME  AND  DOMESTIC  HELP  SCHEMES. 

The  Council  continued  to  administer  the  Home  and 
Domestic  Help  Schemes  established  for  the  purpose  of 
rendering  assistance  in  the  homes  of  women  during  confine- 
ment and  in  the  homes  of  persons  who  were  sick  or  infirm 
and  unable  to  obtain  help  from  relatives  or  neighbours. 
The  two  schemes  are  inter-changeable  so  that  the  respective 
staffs  can  be  utilised  to  the  fullest  possible  advantage  and 
thus  render  assistance  to  the  maximum  number  of  cases. 
The  combined  staffs  employed  at  the  end  of  1946  consisted 
of  two  full-time  home  helps  and  13  part-time  domestic  helps 
and  assistance  was  given  during  the  year  to  135  cases,  an 
increase  of  49  over  the  total  for  the  year  1945. 
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The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  cases  assisted 
in  the  respective  wards  during  the  year  1940.

SUPERVISORS  OF  MIDWSVES. 

Notifications  of  intention  to  practice  in  the  district 
during  the  year  1940  were  received  from  64  midwives  of 
whom  34  were  employed  as  whole-time  municipal  midwives 
during  the  whole  or  part  of  the  year,  8 were  in  private 
practice  and  22  were  employed  in  local  hospitals. 


The  number  of  domiciliary  births  attended  by  midwives 
m the  course  of  the  year  was  1,703,  including  1,549  by 
municipal  midwives  and  154  by  private  midwives,  while  one 
confinement  was  recorded  as  having  been  attended  by  a 
medical  practitioner  who  notified  the  birth.

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Inspection  of  Midwives. — The  routine  inspection  of 
midwives  was  undertaken  by  Dr.  Gwladys  D.  Davies,  Senior 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 
Each  midwife  was  visited  at  intervals  of  approximately 
three  months  and  special  visits  were  made  whenever  con- 
sidered necessary  especially  after  the  receipt  of  notifications 
of  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia. 

Compensatory  Payments  for  loss  of  Midwifery  Fees. — 
Compensatory  payments  made  during  the  year  to  private 
midwives  in  respect  of  mothers  removed  to  hospital  for 
confinement  amounted  to  £6  Os.  Od.  in  respect  of  8 cases 
at  15/-  per  case. 

Payment  of  Medical  Practitioners  Fees. — The  fees  paid 
to  medical  practitioners  in  respect  of  services  rendered  by 
them  in  response  to  calls  received  from  midwives  amounted 
to  £274  4s.  Od.  In  cases  where  the  income  of  the  patient's 
family  was  in  excess  of  the  prescribed  scale,  steps  were  taken 
to  recover  the  fee  claimed  by  the  doctor  and  the  amount 
thus  recovered  during  the  year  was  £52  14s.  9d.

Municipal  Midwifery  Service. — The  staff  of  the  Council’s 
Midwifery  Service  during  the  year  consisted  of  28  whole-time 
midwives,  including  three  sister  midwives  and  nine  other 
midwives  qualified  to  administer  nitrous  oxide  analgesia 
in  accordance  with  the  advisory  memorandum  of  the  Central

The  term  “ Maternal  Mortality  ” relates  to  the  deaths 
of  mothers  due  to  conditions  arising  from  pregnancy  or 
child  birth  and  is  expressed  in  terms  of  the  ratio  which  the 
number  of  such  deaths  bear  to  the  total  registered  live  births 
belonging  to  the  area. 

As  indicated  above  the  number  of  maternal  deaths 
amounted  to  four,  giving  a maternal  mortality  rate  of  1.80 
per  1,000  live  births  ; this  rate  is  the  lowest  hitherto  recorded 
for  the  district  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of 
3.96  for  the  preceding  y ear  and  an  annual  average  rate  of 
4.44  for  the  ten  years,  1936 — 45. 

No  maternal  death  was  certified  as  due  to  puerperal 
sepsis  during  the  year. 
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The  four  maternal  deaths  from  other  causes  occurred 
in  hospital  and  two  were  due  to  paralytic  ileus  following 
caesarean  sections  which  had  to  be  performed,  for  conditions 
which  could  not  be  foretold  during  the  ante-natal  period  ; 
one  death  was  certified  as  due  to  chronic  toxaemia  of 
pregnancy  which  had  received  treatment  during  the  ante- 
natal period  and  the  remaining  death  was  caused  by 
eclampsia  which  was  of  an  unusually  severe  nature  and  of 
sudden  onset.  With  the  exception  of  the  last  mentioned 
mother  all  the  mothers  who  died  during  the  year  had  been 
attending  the  Council’s  ante-natal  clinics  and  had  been 
seen  by  the  obstetric  consultant. 


BIRTH  CONTROL  CLINIC. 

Birth  Control  Clinics  continued  to  be  held  at  the  Carnegie 
Welfare  Centre,  Trealaw,  on  alternate  Thursday  afternoons 
during  1946,  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Dr.  Sybil 
Morgan,  who  was  engaged  in  a part-time  capacity.  The 
number  of  attendances  during  the  year  amounted  to  472, 
including  73  new  cases  and  399  re-visits,  and  the  total 
represented  an  average  of  17  attendances  for  each  of  the  27 
sessions  held  during  the  year.  Of  the  73  new  patients  who 
attended,  15  were  regarded  as  “ necessitous”  and  were 
therefore  allowed  to  receive  contraceptive  appliances  free 
of  cost,  while  in  the  remaining  58  cases  appliances  were 
supplied  at  cost  price.  The  consultations  and  other  facilities 
at  these  clinics  are  available  only  for  mothers  who  are  recom- 
mended by  the  medical  officers  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  or 
by  Dr.  R.  G.  Maliphant,  and  the  following  is  a summary 
of  the  principal  conditions  which  called  for  such  recommend-

No  new  cases  were  registered  during  the  year  under  the 
Child  Life  Protection  Clauses  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
One  case  was  removed  from  the  Register,  the  father  having 
made  a new  home  for  his  daughter,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  two  children  and  two  foster-children  were  under 
supervision.  The  Council’s  Supervising  Health  Visitor,  in 
her  capacity  as  Child  Protection  Visitor,  paid  21  visits  of 
inspection  to  the  homes  of  the  above-mentioned  children 
and  reported  that  all  the  children  appeared  to  be  well  cared 
for  and  happy.  Investigations  were  also  made  in  respect 
of  twelve  other  children,  but  it  was  found  that  the  circum- 
stances in  these  cases  were  not  such  as  to  require  formal 
notification  to  the  Local  Authority. 
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SECTION  IV. 

Sanitary  Circumstances. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  public  water  supply  of  the 
district  during  1946,  the  houses  in  the  upper  and  middle 
portions  of  the  Rhondda  Fawr  Valley,  with  the  exception 
of  Cwmparc,  being  supplied  from  the  Council’s  own  system 
whilst  the  remainder  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of 
portions  of  Pontygwaith,  being  provided  from  the  supply 
of  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board. 

No  complaints  regarding  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the 
public  water  supplies  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  new  filtration  and  purification  plant,  which  had 
been  in  course  of  construction  during  the  previous  year, 
was  completed  and  became  operative  towards  the  end  of 
1946.  The  bacteriological  examinations  of  14  samples  of 
water  obtained  from  the  intakes  to  the  Council’s  system 
showed  that  10  samples  were  satisfactory,  3 were  unsatis- 
factory and  one  was  of  doubtful  purity  ; of  9 samples  taken 
from  service  pipes  8 were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  and  one 
was  of  moderate  bacterial  purity.  The  chemical  examina- 
tions of  samples  taken  from  service  pipes  showed  that  the 
water  was  slightly  acid  and  possessed  a slight  tendency 
towards  a plumbo-solvent  action  ; it  is  hoped  that  by  the 
utilisation  of  the  new  filtration  plant  this  action  will  be 
eliminated. 

According  to  information  received  from  Mr.  Elwyn  Jones, 
the  Council’s  Gas  and  Water  Engineer,  the  daily  consumption 
per  head  of  the  population  in  the  Council’s  area  of  supply 
was  36.7  gallons  of  which  2.2  gallons  were  used  daily  for 
trade  purposes. 
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The  bacteriological  examinations  of  22  samples  of  raw 
untreated  waters  obtained  by  officers  of  the  Pontypridd 
and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board  showed  that  6 were  satis- 
factory, 5 were  fairly  satisfactory,  10  were  of  moderate 
bacterial  purity  and  one  was  of  doubtful  purity  ; similar 
examinations  of  24  samples  obtained  after  treatment  from 
service  pipes  gave  satisfactory  results  in  all  instances.  The 
chemical  examinations  of  samples  of  water  obtained  from 
service  pipes  on  the  Board’s  system  indicated  that  the  water 
was  of  slightly  alkaline  reaction. 

There  is  no  change  to  report  in  regard  to  the  private 
water  supplies  scattered  over  the  district  nor  in  the  number 
of  houses  and  population  thereof  supplied  from  stand  pipes. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  public  sewers  in  the  district  were  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  under  the  vigilant  supervision  of 
Mr.  E.  Taylor,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  278  defective  sewers, 
formerly  known  as  combined  drains,  serving  1,270  houses 
were  referred  to  Mr.  Taylor  for  attention,  and  in  17  instances, 
involving  118  houses,  the  work  was  done  after  the  service 
of  statutory  notices  on  the  owners  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  in  the  two  valleys  comprising  the  area  and 
some  of  their  larger  tributaries  continued  to  be  polluted  by 
effluents  from  the  collieries  in  the  district  and  it  is  hoped 
that  with  the  introduction  of  state  ownership  of  the  mines 
this  undesirable  feature  of  the  coal-mining  industry  in  the 
valleys  will  be  reduced  to  a minimum. 
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The  surreptitious  deposition  of  ashes  or  other  household 
refuse  on  the  river  banks  and  into  streams  has,  on  the  whole, 
diminished  in  extent  largely  owing  to  the  vigilance  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  issue  of  warnings  to  the  house- 
holders in  the  immediate  localities  where  such  depositions 
were  observed. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  area  unconnected  with 
the  sewerage  system  amounts  to  108  ; these  houses  consist 
mainly  of  farm-houses  or  cottages  situated  on  the  hillsides 
or  small  groups  situated  in  such  a position  that  connection 
with  the  nearest  sewer  is  not  possible. 

The  appended  table  which  is  compiled  from  the  reports 
submitted  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  indicates  the  extent 
and  character  of  the  means  of  excrement  disposal  in  the 
Rhondda  Urban  District  at  the  end  of  1946  : —

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  scavenging  of  the  whole  district,  with  the  exception 
of  that  portion  of  the  Gilfach  Goch  area  which  is  within 
the  Rhondda  Urban  District,  was  carried  out  by  the  Council 
by  direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  E.  Taylor,  the 
Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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The  total  cost  of  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and  its 
conveyance  to  the  tips  or  to  the  destructor  amounted  to 
£30,726  or  the  equivalent  of  £1  Is.  4d.  per  house  per  annum. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA.

The  number  of  shops  remaining  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  1946  amounted  to  1,746,  which  showed  a net  increase 
of  10,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  ; 244  new  shops 
were  established  while  234  shops  were  closed  and  removed 
from  the  Register  during  the  year.  The  number  of  shop 
assistants  decreased  from  2,062  to  2,050. 

In  addition  to  the  2,051  assistants  employed  in  the 
shops,  there  were  792  persons  under  18  years  of  age  who, 
though  not  ordinarily  classifiable  as  shop  assistants,  were 
employed  in  circumstances  which  rendered  their  conditions 
of  service  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934. 

The  detailed  administration  of  the  Shops  Acts  was 
continued  by  two  shops  inspectors,  who  are  also  appointed 
as  part-time  sanitary  inspectors  in  accordance  with  the 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  legal  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the 
byelaw  made  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  Section  2 
of  the  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  36  houses,  including 
two  houses  belonging  to  the  Council,  were  disinfested  owing 
to  the  presence  of  bed  bugs  ; the  methods  adopted  included 
spraying  with  zaldecide  fluid  together  with  stripping  of  the 
walls,  removal  of  skirting  boards,  etc.,  and  the  fumigation 
by  formaldehyde  vapour  when  considered  necessary. 

In  the  cases  of  changes  of  tenancy  of  the  Council's 
houses  such  houses  were  inspected  on  vacation  and  the 
belongings  of  incoming  tenants  were  examined  with  a view 
to  ensuring  freedom  from  vermin. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  five  swimming  baths  in  the  Rhondda.  Those 
at  Treherbert,  Ystrad,  Porth  and  Ferndale  are  owned  by 
the  Council  and  the  bath  at  Wattstown  is  controlled  by  the 
Miners’  Welfare  Scheme.  All  the  baths  are  uncovered  and 
this  fact,  coupled  with  the  weather,  serves  to  restrict  the 
period  for  which  they  can  be  used  every  year. 

Parties  of  school  children,  under  the  supervision  of 
teachers  or  other  responsible  persons,  made  regular  use  of 
the  baths,  and  a number  of  them  obtained  proficiency 
certificates  in  swimming  and  life-saving. 
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The  Council-owned  baths  are  each  in  charge  of  a quali- 
fied attendant,  and  the  water  is  changed  and  cleansed  by 
means  of  efficient  purification  plants.  The  bath  at 
Wattstown  is  not  subject  to  the  same  close  supervision, 
but  no  serious  complaint  was  received  during  the  year 
regarding  the  maintenance  of  this  pool. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  increasing  popularity  of 
swimming  in  the  district,  especially  among  the  younger 
element  of  the  population. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  staff  employed  by  the 
Council  for  the  purposes  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction) 
Act,  1919,  consisted  of  four  Rodent  Control  Officers  who 
were  mainly  engaged  on  the  treatment  of  sewers  and  in 
dealing  with  complaints  received  from  the  occupiers  of 
private  dwellings,  business  premises,  etc.,  in  the  district. 

At  the  request  of  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food  steps  were  taken  with,  a view  to  expediting 
the  sewer  campaign  and  additional  staff,  consisting  of  8 
temporary  assistant  rodent  operatives,  were  engaged  from 
the  12th  August,  1946.  The  Ministry  of  Food  undertook 
to  bear  the  cost  of  the  equipment  and  baiting  material 
together  with  one  half  of  the  additional  “ out-of-pocket  ” 
labour  costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of 
the  sewers. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  year  the  Council  considered 
Local  Authority  Circular  No.  12  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  with  a view  to  undertaking  a complete  rodent  survey 
of  all  the  premises  in  the  district  and  the  treatment  of 
premises  found  to  be  infested.  The  Ministry  offered  to  pay 


the  whole  cost  of  the  initial  survey  and  to  contribute  60% 
of  the  expenditure  incurred  on  the  treatment  of  private 
dwellings  on  condition  that  the  Local  Authority  would 
bear  the  remaining  40%  of  the  cost,  it  being  understood 
that  the  cost  of  treating  business  premises  would  be  charged 
to  the  occupiers  thereof.  In  order  to  cope  with  the  addit- 
ional work  involved  in  connection  with  the  general  survey 
and  treatment  19  additional  temporary  assistant  rodent 
operatives  were  appointed.  The  survey  was  commenced 
on  the  25th  November  and  the  treatment  of  some  of  the 
infested  premises  was  initiated  later  in  the  year. 


The  following  tables  give  detailed  information  regarding

treatment  of  some  of  the  infested  premises,  and  (III)  the 
general  rodent  work  carried  out  during  the  year,  including 
the  sewer  campaign.

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PUBLIC  MORTUARIES. 

The  two  public  mortuaries  provided  by  the  Council  and 
situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  cemetery  at  Trealaw  and  at 
Oakland  Terrace,  Ferndale,  were  utilised  for  the  reception 
of  13  and  10  bodies,  respectively,  during  the  year  under 
review  ; at  the  former  mortuary  9 post-mortem  examina- 
tions and  at  the  latter  8 post-mortem  examinations  were 
carried  out  by  medical  practitioners.  The  mortuaries 
attached  to  the  four  general  hospitals  in  the  district  were 
also  available  in  emergencies  for  the  reception  of  bodies 
other  than  those  from  the  institutions.

SECTION  V. 

HOUSING. 


HOUSING. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  Rhondda 
Urban  District  suffers  from  a shortage  of  housing  accom- 
modation which  became  more  increasingly  acute  as  men  and 
women  who  were  serving  in  the  forces  were  released  and 
returned  to  take  up  permanent  residence.  The  extent  of 
the  housing  shortage  may  be  gauged  by  the  accumulation 
of  applications  for  housing  accommodation  to  a number 
exceeding  3,000  by  the  end  of  the  year  under  review. 

The  erection  of  houses  in  the  district,  in  accordance 
with  the  programme  adopted  by  the  Council,  was  proceeded 
with  as  expeditiously  as  circumstances  permitted  and  the 
following  summary  indicates  the  progress  which  had  been

In  addition  to  the  above,  28  empty  houses  or  properties 


had  been  requisitioned,  repaired,  where  necessary,  and 
occupied  by  families  who  were  inadequately  housed. 

Though  the  supply  of  materials  and  the  amount  of 
labour  was  limited,  2,818  houses  were  repaired  as  the  result 
of  informal  action  or  in  consequence  of  the  service  of  notices 


requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from  the 
conditions  of  disrepair  of  the  houses  after  inspection  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  ; it  is  probable  that  a greater  number 
of  houses  would  have  been  repaired  if  conditions  had  been 
more  favourable. 

Closing  Orders  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  were  made 
in  respect  of  underground  rooms  in  four  houses. 

Three  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  year 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  three  houses  were 
demolished  voluntarily  by  the  owners.

LICENSING  OF  CIVIL  BUILDING  WORK-DEFENCE 

REGULATION  56  A. 

The  licensing  of  civil  building  work  under  the  above 
Regulation  continued  in  operation  during  1946,  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  acted  as  licensing  officer’in  respect 
of  works  licensable  by  the  local  authority. 

All  applications  for  licences  were  investigated  by  the

MILK.

The  cowkeepers  in  the  area  kept  151  cows,  which 
produced  on  an  average,  141  gallons  a day,  whilst  10,913 
gallons  were  imported  daily  from  areas  outside  the  district. 
The  approximate  quantity  of  liquid  milk  consumed  daily 
per  head  of  the  population  was  0.77  pints  as  compared  with 
0.28,  0.28,  9.31,  0.33,  0.42,  0.51,  0.55,  0.58,  0.79  and  0.66 
in  the  ten  years  1936 — 45  respectively. 

There  were  118  premises  in  the  district  directly  con- 
cerned with  the  production  or  distribution  of  milk  and  the 
number  of  visits  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  these 
premises  amounted  to  1672. 

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  sold  as  “ pasteurised  ” 
milk  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  during  the 
year  amounted  to  145,  of  which  130  or  89.7  per  cent,  were 
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reported  upon  as  being  satisfactory  ; amongst  the  15  un- 
satisfactory samples  12  gave  decolourisatiori  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Methylene  Blue  test  in  less  than  half  an  hour, 
and  in  4 instances  the  Phosphatase  Test  showed  that  the 
milk  was  under-pasteurised. 

During  the  year  31  samples  of  milk  produced  on  local 
farms  were  bacteriologically  examined  in  the  raw,  untreated 
state  and  22  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory  ; in  nine 
instances  the  milk  was  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory 
because  of  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  in  1/100  of  a millilitre, 
whilst  in  four  instances  the  Methylene  Blue  tests  gave 
unsatisfactory  results. 

The  submission  of  samples  of  locally -produced  milk  for 
examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  was  continued 
during  the  year  and  amongst  26  samples  examined  tubercle 
bacilli  were  reported  as  being  absent  in  21  samples,  the 
guinea-pigs  died  prematurely  in  four  instances  and  tubercle 
bacilli  were  found  to  be  present  in  the  remaining  sample. 
An  investigation  of  the  herd  from  which  the  last-mentioned 
sample  was  taken,  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  three  cows 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938.

National  Milk  Testing  Advisory  Scheme.  The  Council 
continued  to  co-operate  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries’  advisory  scheme  by  arranging  to  obtain  samples 
of  milk  from  local  farms  and  delivering  the  samples  at  the 
Ministry’s  laboratory  at  Cardiff.  During  the  year  121 
samples  were  taken  and  the  results  of  the  examinations 
were  as  follow  : —

MEAT. 

The  number  of  slaughter-houses  licensed  in  the  district 
during  1946,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Foods  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  was  seven  but  practically  all  the  slaughtering  in 
the  area  was  carried  out  at  the  two  slaughter-houses  situated 
at  Llanfoist  Street,  Ton  Pentre.  The  concentration  of 
slaughtering  at  these  two  slaughter-houses  rendered  meat 
inspection  to  be  effectively  undertaken  and  one  sanitary 
inspector  devoted  the  whole  of  his  time  to  this  work,  being 
given  assistance  when  considered  necessary. 

The  quantities  of  meat  and  offal  surrendered  and 
condemned  owing  to  the  presence  of  diseased  conditions,  etc., 
were  103,959  lbs.  and  83,188  lbs.  respectively,  the  amounts 
attributable  to  tuberculosis  being  30,803  lbs  and  18,520  lbs. 
respectively.

The  reports  of  the  Public  Analysts  disclosed  that  two 
of  the  formal  samples  submitted  to  them  during  the  year 
were  not  genuine,  both  being  samples  of  vinegar,  which 
represented  1.3  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  formal  samples 
taken  during  the  year.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted 
and  convictions  obtained  in  both  cases,  the  total  sum  of 
fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £5  15s.  Od.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

The  following  table  gives  particulars  relating  to 
notifiable  diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  notified  in  the 
district  during  1946  : — 


Rhondda  Urban  District.  Notifiable  Diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  during  the  Year  1946. 
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Zymotic  Diseases. — The  total  number  of  deaths  caused 
by  the  zymotic  group  of  diseases,  namely,  small-pox,  measles, 
scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  diarrhoea,  typhoid 
and  continued  fevers,  amounted  to  six,  four  being  attributed 
to  whooping  cough  and  the  other  two  deaths  being  caused 
by  diphtheria  and  diarrhoea,  respectively  ; the  resulting 
death-rate  was  0.05  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
notified  during  the  year  amounted  to  343  as  compared  with 
an  annual  average  of  445  cases  in  the  preceding  ten  years. 

The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the  first  half  of  the 
year  with  a maximum  of  53  notifications  during  March  ; 
the  lowest  incidence  occurred  during  August  when  9 cases 
were  notified.  The  ward  distribution  showed  maximum 
incidence  in  Ward  1 with  92  cases  whilst  Ward  7 with  13 
cases  provided  the  smallest  number  of  notifications.  No 
death  was  certified  as  due  to  scarlet  fever  during  the  year 
under  review. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  persons  notified  as  suffering 
from  diphtheria  during  the  year  was  106  as  compared  with 
an  annual  average  of  161  cases  in  the  preceding  ten  years. 
The  monthly  numbers  of  notifications  varied  between  a 
minimum  of  two  notifications  in  August  and  a maximum  of 
15  cases  each  in  March,  April,  and  November.  In  the  early 
part  of  the  year  the  disease  was  fairly  prevalent  in  Ward  7 
and  the  schools  in  that  Ward  were  visited  on  several  occasions 
in  order  to  endeavour  to  detect  the  presence  of  “ carriers 
amongst  the  children  in  the  schools  but  without  success. 
At  the  end  of  October  and  the  beginning  of  November  a 
small  outbreak  comprising  nine  cases  of  which  four  were 
members  of  one  family  and  two  were  members  of  another 
family  occurred  in  Ward  3 \ eight  of  the  notified  c ases  wree 
of  school  age  but  visits  to  the  schools  did  not  disclose  an\ 
source  of  infection  amongst  the  school  population. 
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The  incidence  of  diphtheria  amongst  the  eleven  wards 
in  the  district  showed  maximum  prevalence,  35  cases,  in 
Ward  7 whilst  Ward  10  with  only  one  case  provided  the 
lowest  number  of  notifications. 

Of  the  106  cases  notified  during  the  year  103  or  97.2 
per  cent,  were  admitted  to  the  Tyntyla  Isolation  Hospital 

Amongst  the  106  cases  notified  as  suffering  from 
diphtheria  it  was  concluded  that  64  or  60.4  per  cent,  were 
actually  suffering  from  the  disease  and  one  death  was 
certified  as  due  to  the  disease,  giving  a mortality  rate  of 
0.94  per  cent  amongst  the  total  notified  cases,  or  1.56  per 
cent,  amongst  those  cases  who  were  confirmed  as  suffering 
from  the  disease.  Amongst  61  cases  who  were  bacterio- 
logically  positive  it  may  be  noted  that  47  or  77.0  per  cent, 
were  found  to  be  infected  with  diphtheria  bacilli  of  the 
gravis  type,  7 with  the  “ mitis  ” type  and  one  was  found 
to  be  due  to  the  “ intermedius  ” type  ; in  regard  to  the 
remaining  six  positive  cases  the  type  of  infecting  bacilli 
was  not  specified  on  reports  received  from  the  bacteriologist. 

During  the  year  the  staff  of  the  Department  assiduously 
continued  the  campaign  for  promoting  the  immunisation 
of  children  against  diphtheria  and  immunisation  clinics  were 
held  at  the  welfare  centres  and  in  certain  schools  during 
approximately  two  sessions  per  week.  As  a result  of  these 
activities  1,754  children  under  5 years  and  474  children 
between  5 and  15  years  of  age  received  the  requisite  course 
of  injections  during  the  year  ; at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
estimated  that  61.3  per  cent,  of  children  under  5 years  and 
85.8  per  cent,  of  children  between  5 and  15  years  of  age  had 

received  the  appropriate  course  of  injections  of  diphtheria 
prophylactic. 

Typhoid  Fever.  Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were 
notified  during  the  year  ; the  notifications  were  received 
during  August  and  were  of  a mother  and  her  son  who  resided 
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in  Ward  3.  The  mother  had  visited  Aberystwyth  on  the 
11th  of  July  and  had  partaken  of  ice-cream  purchased  from 
a stall  on  the  sea-front  ; about  a fortnight  afterwards  she 
sufferred  for  about  three  days  from  symptoms  which  were 
suggestive  of  a mild  attack  of  typhoid  fever  but  did  not  seek 
medical  advice  so  that  she  escaped  notification  and  app- 
ropriate precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease 
were  not  taken.  Towards  the  latter  part  of  August  informa- 
tion was  received  from  a neighbouring  area  that  a contact 
of  the  woman’s  son  was  suffering  from  typhoid  and  on 
following  up  this  information  the  above  history  of  the 
woman’s  illness  was  elicited  and  also  that  the  son  had 
suffered  from  mild  symptoms,  commencing  about  the  13th 
August,  suggestive  of  typhoid  fever  and  this  diagnosis  was 
confirmed  by  bacteriological  examinations.  The  mother 
and  son  were  subsequently  notified  and  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  where  they  were  detained  until  they 
were  found  to  be  free  from  infection. 


Paratyphoid  Fever. — Six  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  during  November  and  in  five  instances  bacterio- 
logical investigations  showed  that  the  infection  was  due  to 
Paratyphoid  B bacilli  whilst  in  the  sixth  instance  the  diagnosis 
was  not  confirmed  bacteriologically.  The  first  case  notified 
was  a child  of  four  years  living  at  Ystrad  ; the  second  case 
was  a man  living  in  the  upper  part  of  Treherbert  and  his  wife 
and  two  children  were  subsequently  notified,  the  younger 
of  the  two  children,  a child  sixteen  months  old,  being  the 
first  member  affected  in  this  family.  The  sixth  case  was 
a man  residing  in  the  lower  part  of  Treherbert.  There  was 
no  association  between  the  three  households  affected  and  no 
particular  food  was  implicated  ; the  three  families  obtained 
their  milk  supply  from  the  same  wholesale  depot  which  was 
situated  outside  the  district  and  as,  in  two  of  the  families, 
young  children  were  primarily  involved  it  was  possible  that 
the  infection  was  transmitted  through  the  milk  supply. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. — The  number  of  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  notified  during  the  year  amounted  to  18,  representing 
an  incidence  rate  of  7.9  cases  per  1000  live  and  still  births. 
No  death  was  certified  as  due  to  puerperal  sepsis  in  the 
district  during  the  year.  The  number  of  cases  suffering 
from  puerperal  infections  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
amounted  to  twelve. 


Cerebro-spinal  Fever. — The  number  of  persons  notified 
as  suffering  from  cerebro-spinal  fever  during  the  year  was  12, 
of  whom  5 were  ultimately  diagnosed  as  suffering  from 
the  disease.  Two  of  the  confirmed  cases  were  notified 
during  April  and  the  remaining  three  were  notified  in  Jan- 
uary, February  and  August,  respectively  ; three  were 
children  who  were  six  years  of  age,  one  was  a baby  of  four 
months  and  the  remaining  case  was  a soldier,  aged  26  years. 
No  association  could  be  traced  between  the  cases  and,  in 
regard  to  location,  they  were  scattered  over  the  portion 
of  the  district  extending  from  Tonypandy,  in  the  Rhondda 
Fawr  Valley,  to  Trehafod  and  up  to  Tylorstown,  in  the 
Rhondda  Fach  Valley.  No  death  was  attributed  to  cerebro- 
spinal fever  during  the  year.

Amongst  the  seven  cases,  who  were  notified  but  found 
to  be  suffering  from  diseases  other  than  cerebro-spinal  fever, 
one  was  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  influenzal  meningitis, 
another  was  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  sub-arachnoid 
haemorrhage,  one  was  diagnosed  as  encephalitis  and  the 
remaining  four  did  not  show  any  evidence  of  meningeal 
infection  or  disease. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis . — A girl  of  seventeen  years,  residing 
in  Ward  2,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease  during 
April  but  after  observation  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where 
she  was  admitted,  it  was  concluded  that  she  was  suffering 
from  another  disease  of  a nervous  nature. 
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Encephalitis  Lethargica. — No  person  was  notified  as 
suffering  from  this  disease  during  1946  and  no  death  was 
certified  as  attributable  thereto. 


Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia. — The  number  of  cases 
of  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  notified  in  the  district  during 
the  year  amounted  to  26  of  which  19  occurred  during  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year,  with  a maximum  number  of 
9 notifications  in  January  ; no  case  was  notified  during 
June,  July,  August  and  December.  Ward  5 with  11  notifica- 
tions provided  the  largest  number  amongst  the  eleven  wards 
of  the  district,  whilst  no  case  was  notified  from  Wards  1,  2, 
3,  8 and  9 during  the  whole  year.  As  influenza  of  a fairly 
mild  nature  was  prevalent  throughout  the  district  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year  it  is  probable  that  notifica- 
tion of  the  disease  was  incomplete  so  that  many  cases  escaped 
notification. 


Acute  Primary  Pneumonia. — The  number  of  cases  of 
acute  primary  pneumonia  notified  during  the  year  amounted 
to  132,  the  monthly  incidence  of  the  notifications  varying 
between  a maximum  of  21  notifications  received  during 
January  and  a minimum  of  2 cases  during  August.  The 
ward  distribution  of  the  notifications  varied  between  a 
maximum  of  44  cases  in  Ward  11  and  a minimum  of  one  case 
from  Ward  7 ; these  figures  indicate  that  the  notification 
figures  are  unreliable  as  an  index  of  the  extent  of  the  disease 
in  the  community. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Seven  cases  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  were  notified  in  the  district,  giving  an  incidence 
rate  of  3 per  1000  live  births.  Three  babies  suffering  from 
the  disease  were  admitted  to  the  Isolaton  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment but,  on  the  whole,  the  infections  were  mild  in  nature 
and  quickly  responded  to  treatment  and  all  recovered 
without  any  impairment  of  vision, 
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A summary  of  the  available  information  regarding  the 
cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  notified  during  the  year  is 
given  in  the  following  table  : —

Measles. — The  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  in 
the  district  during  1946  amounted  to  44  as  compared  with 
1,050  cases  in  the  previous  year.  No  case  was  notified  during 
February  and  October,  whilst  the  maximum  monthly 
number,  15,  was  received  during  August.  No  case  was 
notified  from  Ward  8,  whilst  Ward  5 with  14  cases  provided 
the  largest  number.  No  death  was  attributable  to  measles 
during  the  course  of  the  year. 


Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  children  notified  as 
suffering  from  whooping  cough  during  the  year  amounted 
to  141,  with  a maximum  incidence  of  28  cases  notified  in 
June  and  a miminum  number  of  3 notifications  during 
December.  No  case  was  notified  from  Wards  7 and  8, 
whilst  Ward  11  with  43  notifications  provided  the  largest 
number.  Four  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  whooping 
cough  during  the  year,  giving  a mortality  rate  of  2.8  per  cent, 
amongst  the  notified  cases. 


Dysentery. — Three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified 
during  the  year  under  review  but  in  two  instances  the 
diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  by  subsequent  observation  and 
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bacteriological  investigations.  The  third  notified  case  was 
a child  of  nine  years,  residing  in  Ward  7,  who  was 
suffering  from  mild  symptoms  of  the  disease  which  on 
bacteriological  examination  was  found  to  be  associated 
with  dysentery  organisms  of  the  Flexner  group.  No  source 
of  infection  could  be  traced  and  no  secondary  cases  were 
known  to  have  occurred. 


Erysipelas.  The  number  of  cases  of  erysipelas  notified 
iu  the  district  during  1946  amounted  to  18  ; no  case  was 
notified  during  January,  July  and  October,  whilst  the 
maximum  monthly  number  of  notifications,  three  in  each, 
was  received  in  March,  August,  November  and  December. 
No  notification  was  received  from  Wards  2,  3,  4 and  6 whilst 
Wards  10  and  11  with  4 notifications  from  each  provided 
the  largest  numbers. 


Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — During  the  year  under  review 
one  death  was  certified  as  due  to  diarrhoea  and  twelve 
deaths  were  caused  by  enteritis  ; the  death  from  diarrhoea 
and  seven  of  the  deaths  from  enteritis  occurred  amongst 
persons  under  two  years  of  age.  No  death  from  this  group 
of  diseases  occurred  during  March,  April  and  October, 
whilst  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  three,  occurred  during 
August. 

It  may  be  noted  that  five  deaths  from  enteritis  occurred 
amongst  babies  under  one  year  old  and  would  probably  have 
been  prevented  if  satisfactory  measures  had  been  taken  for 
preventing  the  contamination  of  their  feeds. 

Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to 
influenza  in  the  district  during  the  year  amounted  to  13, 
giving  a death-rate  of  0.11  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion. This  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  area  during  the 
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early  part  of  the  year  but,  as  indicated  by  the  monthly 
number  of  deaths,  namely  five  deaths  each  in  January  and 
February,  the  nature  of  the  attacks  was  not  unduly  severe 
even  during  this  portion  of  the  year.  The  remaining  three 
deaths  occurred  in  April  and  December,  one  being  in  the 
former  month  and  two  in  the  latter. 


Bronchitis. — The  number  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to 
bronchitis  amounted  to  147,  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of 
1.30  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  monthly 
distribution  of  the  deaths  varied  between  a maximum  of 
35  deaths  during  January  and  3 deaths  during  September, 
and  it  may  be  noted  that  88  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease 
during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year.  Bronchitis  was 
certified  as  the  cause  of  9 deaths  amongst  children  under 
one  year  old  and  thus  continued  to  exert  an  unfavourable 
influence  on  infantile  mortality.  Of  the  persons  in  the 
older  age  groups,  bronchitis  caused  greater  mortality  amongst 
male  persons  than  amongst  female  persons  ; of  100  deaths 
from  bronchitis  amongst  persons  over  65  years  of  age  78 
occurred  amongst  men  as  compared  with  22  amongst  women 
and  in  the  age  group  45  to  65  years  26  male  deaths  occurred 
as  compared  with  8 female  deaths.  The  higher  mortality 
amongst  male  persons  was  probably  largely  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  larger  proportion  of  the  male  population  were  or 
had  been  employed  in  the  mining  industry  where  exposure 
to  dust  and  wide  variations  in  temperatures  predisposed 
to  the  incidence  of  respiratory  disease. 


Silicosis  and  Pneumoconiosis. — The  number  of  deaths 
attributable  to  these  diseases  which  occurred  in  the  district 
during  the  year  amounted  to  28.  Fourteen  deaths  occurred 
amongst  men  who  were  between  45  and  65  years  of  age  ; 
twelve  deaths  were  of  men  who  were  over  65  years  of  age 
and  the  remaining  two  deaths  of  men  between  25  and  45 
years  old. 
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The  numbers  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to  this  gioup  of 
diseases  during  the  last  ten  years  in  the  district  are  indicated 
in  the  following  table  : —

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SECTION  VIII. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  in  the 
district  during  1946  amounted  to  135,  of  which  115  were  of 
the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease  and  the  remaining  20 
were  non-pulmonary  cases.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
the  previous  year  were  187,  158  and  29,  respectively. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  register  of  cases  kept  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis 
during  the  year  amounted  to  100  equivalent  to  a death-rate 
of  0.88  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population. 

Amongst  those  persons  who  died  from  tuberculosis 
25;  or  25.0  per  cent.,  had  not  been  notified  to  the  Health 
Department  prior  to  the  dates  of  death. 
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No  action  was  required  during  the  year  under  the  prov- 
isions of  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1925,  in  relation  to  the  handling  of  milk  by 
tuberculous  persons  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  relating  to  the  removal  of  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis. 


The  following  table  gives  a summary  of  the  new 
cases  of  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  the  Rhondda  Urban 
District  during  1946,  divided  into  age  and  sex  groups  as  well

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  in  the  district  during  1946 
was  115,  representing  an  incidence  rate  of  1.01  cases  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Ward  11  with  21  cases 
provided  the  largest  number  of  notifications,  whilst  Ward  7 
with  only  3 cases  was  least  affected. 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  the  pulmonary  forms  of 
the  disease  was  82,  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of  0.72  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  largest  number  of 
deaths,  15,  occurred  in  Ward  11,  whilst  Wards  6 and  7, 
each  providing  3 deaths,  suffered  the  lowest  mortality. 


As  indicated  in  the  above  table  the  incidence  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  higher  amongst  the  female  sex, 
61  female  persons  having  been  notified  as  compared  with 
54  cases  amongst  the  male  sex  ; it  is  also  noteworthy  that 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  amongst  females  continued  to  be 
most  prevalent  in  the  adolescent  age  groups  32  cases  or 
more  than  half  the  total  cases  notified  amongst  females 
being  between  15  and  25  years  of  age.  Amongst  male 
persons  it  is  also  noted  that  27  or  one  half  of  the  notified 
cases  were  between  20  and  35  years  of  age. 


Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were,  however,  more 
numerous  amongst  male  persons  in  the  ratio  of  51  deaths 
to  31  deaths  amongst  females.  The  distribution  of  the 
deaths  amongst  the  various  age  groups  of  the  two  sexes 
shows  marked  differences  ; 22  of  the  31  deaths  amongst 
females  occurred  amongst  persons  between  20  and  35  years 
of  age,  whilst  only  13  deaths  occurred  amongst  persons  of 
the  same  age  groups  of  male  persons  ; and  it  is  also 
noted  that  16  deaths  occurred  amongst  men  between  55  and 
65  years  of  age. 


It  is  probable  that  the  higher  incidence  and  fatalities 
amongst  the  adolescent  age  groups  of  the  female  population 
is  largely  attributable  to  inadequate  nutrition  combined 
with  lack  of  facilities  for  and  some  disinclination  to  part- 
icipate in  open-air  recreation,  the  principal  forms  of  recreation 
available  for  the  female  population  being  attendance  in 
cinemas,  dance  halls,  etc.  The  higher  incidence  of  the 
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disease  amongst  male  persons  in  the  older  age  groups  is 
probably  associated  with  a corresponding  higher  incidence 
of  other  chronic  respiratory  diseases  such  as  bronchitis, 
silocosis,  etc.,  amongst  the  male  population  of  the  district. 


Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year 
amounted  to  20.  No  case  was  notified  from  Wards  6 and  7, 
whilst  Wards  8 and  11,  with  4 cases  in  each,  provided  the 
largest  number  of  notifications.  Amongst  the  cases  notified 
six  were  notified  as  suffering  from  tubercular  meningitis, 
five  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  spine  were  notified,  in  three 
instances  the  glands  of  the  neck  were  affected  and  there 
were  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  hip  ; in  the  remaining 
three  cases  the  abdomen,  skin  and  genital  organs  were 
respectively  affected. 


Non-pulmonary  forms  of  tuberculosis  were  the  cause 
of  18  deaths  in  the  district,  giving  a death-rate  of  .16  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Of  the  18  deaths,  8 
were  attributable  to  tubercular  meningitis  and  of  whom 
7 were  of  female  persons  ; 4 deaths  were  due  to  miliary 
tuberculosis,  3 deaths  were  caused  by  tuberculosis  of  the 
peritoneum,  2 deaths  resulted  from  tuberculosis  of  the  spine 
and  the  remaining  death  was  due  to  infection  of  the  kidneys. 


During  the  year  under  review  the  notifications  of  these 
forms  of  tuberculosis  were  nearly  equally  divided  amongst 
the  two  sexes,  whilst  there  were  twice  as  many  deaths 
amongst  female  persons.
